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Population 

Population  in  the  State  of  Maryland  has  continued  to  increase.  By  July  1, 
1981,  an  estimated  4,255,400  people  resided  in  the  State.  This  represented 
an  additional  38,425  people  since  the  latest  census  count  on  April  1,  1980, 
an  increase  of  almost  one  percent. 

Baltimore  City,  still  Maryland's  most  populous  subdivision,  continued  to 
decline  in  population.  Since  the  latest  census,  this  subdivision's 
population  has  decreased  by  1.4  percent.  This  represents  a  drop  of  10,675 
people  since  the  1980  census;  the  rate  of  decrease  for  the  City,  however, 
appears  to  be  leveling  off.  Baltimore  City's  population  can  be  expected  to 
reacii  a  plateau  by  the  end  of  this  decade.  Prince  George's  continues  to  be 
Maryland's  most  populous  county  with  Baltimore  County  ranking  second. 

Fran  1970  to  1980,  Howard  County  had  been  Maryland's  subdivision  of  greatest 
growth.  Since  April  1,  1980,  however,  Howard  County  has  increased  only  5.3 
percent,  ranking  it  third  throughout  the  State  in  percent  increase.  Calvert 
and  Charles  Counties  have  become  the  two  subdivisions  of  most  rapid  increase. 
Since  the  latest  census,  Calvert  County's  growth  rate  was  6.7  percent  and 
Charles  County  6.1  percent.  Greatest  growth  for  these  counties  was  experienced 
in  the  18-to-64  year  age  group.  Total  growth  of  approximately  2,300  in  Calvert 
County  and  4,400  in  Charles  County  have  both  contributed  to  an  overall  increase 
of  4.0  percent  in  Maryland's  Southern  Area,  the  area  of  Maryland  which  has 
grown  most  rapidly  since  the  census. 

Overall,  Maryland's  greatest  growth  since  1980  has  occurred  in  the  very  young 
age  groip.  A  6.7  percent  increase  in  the  l-to-4  year  age  category,  and  the  1.6 
percent  increase  in  the  under  one  year  olds  can  be  attributed  to  increases  in 
the  birth  rate  and  the  fertility  rate  throughout  the  State  over  the  past  three 
years.  These  increases  are  also  consistent  with  nationwide  statistics,  where, 
for  the  first  time  since  1971,  the  births  have  again  risen  above  3.5  million. 
In  contrast  to  this  recent  rise,  the  steep  decline  in  the  birth  rate  which 
occurred  during  the  1960 's  and  early  1970 's  continues  to  affect  the  5-to-17 
year  age  group.  Since  the  1980  count,  this  group  has  declined  by  more  than 
23,000  or  2.6  percent,  a  factor  readily  reflected  in  the  elementary  school 
enrollments  which  declined  during  the  1970 's.  With  recent  increases  in  the 
preschool  population,  these  enrollments  may  be  expected  to  increase  in  the  near 
future.  In  the  18  years  and  older  groups,  several  factors  nationwide  are 
consistent  within  the  State  of  Maryland.  The  18-to-44  year  age  group  continues 
to  increase  as  the  postwar  baby  boom  continues  to  affect  the  35-to-44  year  age 
group.  The  result  in  1981  is  a  2.1  percent  increase  since  1980.  By  contrast, 
the  population  in  ages  45-to-54  is  declining  slightly  as  a  result  of  the 
decline  in  births  during  the  D^ression  years.  Those  65  years  of  age  and 
older,  nonetheless,  continue  to  rise.  The  2.6  percent  increase  in  this  age 
group  demonstrates  the  higher  life  expectancies  of  present  day. 

The  substantial  shift  in  the  racial  canposition  of  Maryland's  population  which 
occurred  between  the  1970  and  1980  censuses  appears  to  be  leveling  off. 
Although  nationwide,  the  black  population  is  growing  more  rapidly  than  the 
v*iite  population,  this  is  not  the  case  in  Maryland.  Since  the  1980  census,  the 
vi^ite  population  has  increased  by  1.0  percent  vs^ile  the  all  other  races 
population,  vy^ich  in  Maryland  is  primarily  black,  has  grown  0.7  percent. 
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Births 

In  1981,  resident  live  births  totalled  61,584.  This  represented  an  increase 
of  almost  three  percent  from  the  total  of  59,833  for  1980,  and  the  highest 
number  of  births  since  1972.  The  crude  birth  rate,  14.5  per  1,000 
population,  was  two  percent  higher  than  the  rate  of  14.2  recorded  in  1980. 
The  v*iite  birth  rate  increased  1.6  percent  from  12.8  to  13.0;  while  the  rate 
for  all  other  races  rose  3.8  percent  from  18.3  to  19.0  per  1,000  peculation. 

Births  increased  in  all  political  subdivisions  except  Washington,  Calvert, 
Cecil,  Caroline,  and  Somerset  counties.  Birth  rates  increased  for  19  of  the 
24  political  subdivisions.  The  highest  birth  rate,  18.3,  occurred  in  Saint 
Mary's  County,  v^iile  the  lowest  rate  occurred  in  Queen  Anne's  County  (11.9). 
In  the  Baltimore  Metro  Area,  Baltimore  City's  rate  of  16.1  was  the  highest, 
v\^ile  Baltimore  County's  rate  of  12.2  >as  the  lowest. 

The  general  fertility  rate  was  58.4  births  per  1,000  vonen  age  15-44,  a  1.7 
percent  increase  from  the  57.4  of  1980.  Fertility  rates  increased  less  than 
one  percent  for  white  vonen,  and  4.3  percent  for  women  of  all  other  races. 
Fertility  rates  were  highest  for  Saint  Mary's  County  (74.9)  and  lowest  for 
Baltimore  County  (50.9). 

Between  1980  and  1981,  age-specific  birth  rates  increased  for  all  age  groips 
except  the  15-19  and  45-49.  Birth  rates  for  v\onen  age  15-19  were  highest  in 
Baltimore  City  (79.0)  and  lowest  in  Montgomery  County  (15.8).  For  wcmen  age 
30-34,  Montgomery  County  had  the  highest  rate  (84.9),  and  Saner  set  County 
the  lowest  (43.5).

Birth  Order 

The  number  of  children  born  cilive  to  the  mother  is  referred  to  as  the  birth  order, 
Statistics  on  birth  order  are  aids  in  understanding  changes  in  fertility.  The 
following  table  illustrates  the  changing  pattern  of  birth  order  rates  since  1971. 
Between  1980  and  1981  the  birth  rate  increased  for  the  first  four  birth  orders.

Changes  in  the  age  distribution  for  wanen  having  their  first  child  is 
evidenced  by  the  differences  in  rates  ty  age  of  mother  between  1970  and 
1981.     Between  1970  and  1981,   rates  for  the  15-19  age  group  and  the  20-24 
age  group  declined  38.8  and  26.5  percent  respectively;  v^ile  the  rates  for 
the  25-29  groups  increased  30.9%,   for  the  30-34  group  131.9%,  and  for  the 
35-39,   52.4%. 
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Births  to  Unmarried  Wonen 

Of  the  61,584  resident  births  in  1981,  16,771  (27.2%)  were  estimated  to  be 
births  to  unmarried  vonen.  Thirteen  percent  of  white  births,  and  56.4 
percent  of  births  to  v\onen  of  all  other  races  were  to  unmarried  women. 
Nationally,  the  percent  of  births  to  unwed  mothers  was  18.9  percent  for  all 
births,  11.6  percent  for  v\^ite  births,  48.5  percent  for  all  other  races,  and 
55.9  percent  for  black  births. 

Hospitalization  and  Attendant  at  Births 

In  1981  as  in  1980,  99.2  percent  of  all  births  occurred  in  hospitals. 
Ninety- nine  percent  of  these  births  were  attended  by  physicians.  Of  the  486 
births  not  occurring  in  a  hospital,  31.1  percent  were  attended  by  a 
physician,  48.1  percent  by  a  certified  nurse  midwife,  and  20.8  percent 
by  others. 

Birth  Weight 

Birth  weight  data  is  used  to  determine  the  level  of  maturity  of  the  newborn. 
In  1979,  the  definition  of  low  birth  weight  in  this  report  was  changed  to 
agree  with  that  used  by  the  National  Center  for  Health  Statistics.  Infants 
weighing  less  than  2500  grams  are  designated  as  being  of  "low  birth  weight". 
The  previous  definition  included  the  2500  grams  in  the  low  birth  weight 
category . 

In  1981,  7.7  percent  of  all  live  births  were  in  the  low  birth  weight 
category.  Of  all  white  births  during  1981,  5.7  percent  were  of  low  birth 
weight.  Of  all  other  births,  11.6  percent  were  of  low  birth  weight. 

Nationally,  6.8  percent  of  all  live  births,  5.7  percent  of  white  births,  and 
11.4  percent  of  all  other  births  were  of  low  birth  weight. 

Length  of  Gestation 

In  keeping  with  the  National  Center  for  Health  Statistics'  tabulations,  as  a 
result  of  the  implenentation  of  the  ninth  revision  of  the  International 
Classification  of  Diseases,  the  categories  for  gestational  length  were 
changed  in  1979.  Delivery  prior  to  37  weeks  is  classified  as  pre-term.  In 
1981,  7.8  percent  of  white  births  and  16.1  percent  of  births  of  all  other 
races  occurred  prior  to  37  weeks.  Births  occurring  at  42  weeks  and  over  are 
classified  as  post- term.   In  1981,  15.6  percent  of  all  births  were 
post- term. 

Prenatal  Care 

During  1981,  79.7  percent  of  iVIaryland  resident  mothers  reporting  onset  of 
prenatal  care  appeared  for  their  first  prenatal  visit  in  the  first 
trimester.  The  proportion  with  no  prenatal  care  was  less  than  one  percent. 
In  1981,  84.8  percent  of  white  mothers  began  prenatal  care  during  the  first 
trimester,  compared  to  69.0  percent  of  mothers  of  all  other  races. 
Nationally  in  1981,  79.0  percent  of  white  mothers  and  61.6  percent  of 
mothers  of  all  other  races  began  prenatal  care  during  the  first  trimester  of 
their  pregnancies.  I 
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Deaths 

During  1981,   there  were  33,958  resident  deaths,  a  decrease  of  less  than  one 
percent  fran  the  1980  total  of  34,025.     The  crude  death  rate  fell  to  8.0  per 
1,000  population,  a  1.2  percent  decrease  fran  the  rate  of  8.1  in  1980. 

Age-adjusted  rates  which  allow  examination  of  death  rates  vAiile  oontrolling 
the  influence  of  changes  in  age  distributions  in  the  population  showed 
dranatic  declines  between  1970  and  1981.     The  1981  age-adjusted  death  rate 
was  6.0  per  1,000  population,  and  was  20  percent  lower  than  the  rate  of  7.5 
per  1,000  occurring  in  1970. 

Deaths  by  Cause 

In  1979,  the  ninth  revision  of  the  International  Classification  of  Diseases 
>as  first  used  for  coding  the  underlying  cause-of-death.     The  eighth 
revision  had  been  in  use  between  1969  and  1978.     Because  of  coding  changes 
in  certain  categories  of  causes  of  death,   oomparisons  between  the  1981  data 
and  (feta  earlier  than  1979  should  only  be  nade  with  reference  to  coding 
changes.     The  National  Center  for  Health  Statistics  has  published 
oomparability  ratios  for  mortality  data.*

Between  1980  and  1981,  the  first  seven  leading  causes  of  death  kept  the  same 
rankings.  During  this  period,  a  drcp  of  11%  in  the  crude  death  rate  for 
chronic  liver  diseases  and  cirrhosis  moved  it  fran  ei<^th  to  tenth  place  in  the 
rankings.  Suicide  moved  fran  ninth  to  ei^th,  but  th  crude  death  rate  (11.5) 
remained  the  same  in  1981  as  in  1980.  Certain  conditions  originating  in  the 
perinatal  period  changed  fran  tenth  to  ninth  place,  despite  a  decrease  of  5 
percent  in  the  crude  death  rate. 

Among  the  major  causes  of  deaths,  age-adjusted  rates  for  diseases  of  the  heart, 
cerebrovascular  disease,  accidents,  poeanonia  and  influenza,  diabetes  mellitus 
and  chronic  liver  disease  and  cirrhosis  showed  declines  between  1980  and  1981. 
Rates  for  malignant  neoplasms,  chronic  obstructive  pulmonary  disease,  suicide, 
and  hanicide  all  showed  increases.  The  largest  increase  occurred  in  chronic 
obstructive  pulmonary  diseases  (+5.1%),  while  the  greatest  decrease  occurred  in 
cerebrovasular  disease  (-6.0%). 

Ihe  age-adjusted  rate  for  diseases  of  the  heart,  the  leading  cause  of  death 
decreased  2.4  percent  between  1980  and  1981.  Itie  1970  rate  of  284.1  was  26.7 
percent  higher  than  the  1981  rate  of  208.3. 

The  second  leading  cause  of  death,  malignant  neoplasms,  accounted  for  23.9 
percent  of  the  total  deaths  in  1981.  Between  1980  and  1981,  age-adjusted  rates 
for  malignant  necplasms  of  the  digestive  organs  and  breast  cancer  increased, 
while  rates  for  malignant  necplasms  of  the  respiratory  and  intrathoracic  organs 
and  leukemia  decreased.

Cerebrovascular  disease  accounted  for  6.7  percent  of  all  deaths  in  1981. 
Betweai  1980  and  1981,  the  age-adjusted  rate  declined  six  percoit.     Betweai 
1970  and  1981  the  age-adjusted  rate  fell  37  percoit. 

In  1981,  1,431  residents  died  as  a  result  of  accidents.     The  age-adjusted  death 
rate  for  motor  vehicle  accidents  decreased  by  1.6  percent,  while  the  rate  for 
all  other  accidents  fell  14.3%. 

Chronic  obstructive  pulmonary  diseases,  the  fifth  leading  cause  of  death  in 
1981,  accounted  for  2.8  percent  of  all  deaths.     The  age-adjusted  rate  increased 
five  percent  between  1980  and  1981. 

Pneimonia  and  influenza  accounted  for  2.2  percent  of  all  deaths  in  1981. 
Age-adjusted  death  rates  for  penunonia  and  influenza  decreased  10.2  percent 
between  1980  and  1981. 

During  1981,   444  residents  died  of  chronic  liver  disease  and  cirrhosis.     "Hie 
age-adjusted  rate  declined  to  9.6  per  100,000  population,  a  10.3  percent 
decline  from  the  rate  of  10.7  occurring  in  1981. 

Suicide  ranked  as  the  ei^th  leading  cause  of  death  in  1981.     The  age-adjusted 
death  rate  increased  less  than  one  percent  between  1980  and  1981. 

Certain  conditions  origirating  in  the  periratal  period  ranked  as  the  ninth 
leading  cause  of  death  in  1981.     The  crude  death  rate  fell  from  11.3  per 
100,000  in  1980  to  10.7  in  1981,  a  5.3  percent  decrease.     This  vas  reflected  in 
a  large  decrease  in  the  infant  mortality  rate. 

Homicide  was  again  the  eleventh  leading  cause  of  death  for  the  total 
population.     The  age-adjusted  rate  showed  an  increase  of  one  percent.

Between  1980  and  1981,  age-specific  death  rates  declined  for  all  age  groups 
except  those  1-4,   35-44,  and  65-74. 

Infant  Deaths 

The  infant  mortality  rate  in  1981  was  12.8  deaths  under  one  year  per  1,000  live 
births,  a  9.2  percent  decrease  fran  the  rate  of  14.1  of  1980,  and  the  lowest 
rate  on  record  in  Maryland.     For  the  viAiite  population,  the  rate  dropped  to 
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10.6.  For  all  other  races,  the  rate  declined  to  17.3.  For  both  groips  these 
represented  the  lowest  rates  on  record  for  Maryland  residents. 

Neonatal  mortality  rates  likewise  dropped  to  their  Icwest  values  ever  recorded 
for  all  races  (9.4),  vAiite  (7.8)  and  all  other  races  (12.6). 

Maternal  Deaths 

There  were  4  maternal  deaths  during  1981.  In  1980  3  deaths  due  to 
oomplications  of  pregnancy,  child  birth  and  the  puerperiun  occurred. 


Marriages 

Trend 

There  were  47,128  rtarriages  performed  in  the  State  of  Maryland  in  1981,  an 
increase  of  1.8  percent  over  the  46,278  v^iich  occurred  in  1980.     This  was  well 
above  the  national  increase  of  one  percent  for  the  same  year. 

Resident  Status 

Marriages  in  v*iich  one  or  both  partners  were  residents  of  the  State  represented 
79.5  percent  of  the  total  number  performed  in  Maryland.     The  remaining  20.5 
percent,  or  9,647,  of  the  ceremonies  involved  ooi$)les  v*io  were  both 
non-residents  of  Maryland.     For  these  non-resident  marriages,   64.7  percent 
occurred  in  either  Cecil,  Montgcmery,  Prince  George's,  or  Washington  Counties. 

Civil  and  Religious  Cerenonies 

In  1981,  36.3  percent  of  all  marriages  performed  in  Maryland  were  civil 
(non- religious)  cerenonies.     For  the  entire  State,  Prince  George's  County 
performed  more  civil  ceremonies  than  any  other  political  subdivision.     The 
2,747  civil  ceremonies  performed  in  this  county  accounted  for  16.1  percent  of 
all  such  ceremonies  in  the  State.     When  the  number  of  civil  vs.   religious 
ceremonies  within  a  particular  subdivision  was  examined,  Cecil  County  ranked 
the  hi^est  and  Dorchester  County  the  Icwest.     The  2,329  civil  ceremonies 
performed  in  Cecil  County  comprised  62.7  percent  of  all  the  marriages  in  that 
county  v*iile  the  23  performed  in  Dorchester  County  only  represented  9.5  percent 
there. 

Marriages  by  Previous  Marital  Status  and  Age 

In  1981,  53.8  percent  of  all  irarriages  were  first- time  marriages  for  both  the 
bride  and  groan.     On  an  individual  basis,  though,   66.6  percent  of  the  brides 
and  64.6  percent  of  the  grooms  were  marrying  for  the  first  time. 

In  terms  of  age,  the  25-29  year  age  groip  vsas  the  modal  age  group  for  both 
brides  and  groans  in  all  marriages.     For  those  marrying  the  first  time,   25.0 
percent  of  the  brides  and  10.1  percent  of  the  groans  were  less  than  20  years  of 
age;   96.1  percent  of  the  brides  and  93.4  percent  of  the  groans  were  under  35 
years  of  age.     For  those  who  were  renarrying,  8.0  percent  of  the  brides  and 
13.1  percent  of  the  grooms  were  55  years  of  age  or  older. 
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Divorces 

The  tx)tal  number  of  divorces  and  annulments  granted  in  the  State  of  Maryland  in 
1981  was  17,150.  This  represented  a  decrease  of  tvro  percent,  an  inconsistency 
with  national  statistics  vAiich  showed  divorces  rising  for  the  nineteenth 
consecutive  year. 

The  leading  grounds  for  all  divorces  and  annulments  vas  voluntary  separation. 
Voluntary  separation  accounted  for  72.2  percent  of  all  divorces  and  annulments 
while  three  year  separations  and  desertion  accounted  for  15.7  and  5.9  percent 
respectively. 

The  number  of  children  under  18  years  of  age  involved- in  divorce,  has,  unlike 
national  statistics,  declined  in  Maryland.  In  1981,  45.9  percent  of  the 
di\ADrces  for  which  infomation  on  children  vas  available  reported  no  children. 
This  was  an  increase  of  1.5  percent  over  the  1980  figure.  In  addition,  only 
29.9  percent  had  one  diild  under  18  years  of  age  v*iile  24.8  percent  reported 
two  or  more  children.  Both  figures  represented  declines  over  the  1980  figures. 
In  all,  more  than  14,478  children  under  18  years  of  age  were  involved  in  broken 
hemes  during  1981. 
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DEFINITIONS  AND  EXPLANATORY  NOTES 

The  data  contained  in  this  report  are  presented  on  a  residence  basis, 
regardless  of  vAiere  the  vital  event  occurred,   unless  specifically  noted 
otherwise.      Information  on  itarriages  and  divorces  is  limited  only  to  events 
occurring  in  Maryland. 

I.      DEFINITIONS 

The  definitions  of  sane  of  the  more  frequently  used  terms  in  this  report 
are  as  follows: 

A.  Live  Birth;     The  complete  expulsion  or  extraction  form  its  mother 
of  a  product  of  hunnan  conception,   irrespective  of  the  period  of 
gestation,  which,  after  such  separation,    breathes  or  shows  any  other 
evidence  of  life,   such  as  beating  of  the  heart,   pulsation  of  the 
umbilical  cord  or  definite  movonent  of  voluntary  muscle,  vAiether  or 
not  the  umbilical  cord  has  been  cut  or  the  placenta  is  attached. 

B.  Fetal  Death;     Death  prior  to  the  oomplete  expulsion  or  extraction 
fron  its  mother  of  a  product  of  hunan  conception,   irrespective  of 
the  duration  of  pregnancy;   the  death  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that 
after  such  separation,   the  fetus  does  not  breathe  or  show  any  other 
evidence  of  life,    such  as  beating  of  the  heart,   pulsation  of  the 
imbilical  cord  or  definite  movanent  of  voluntary  muscles. 

C.  Infant  Death;     Death  occurring  to  a  person  under  age  one. 

D.  Neonatal  Death:     Death  occurring  to  a  person  under  28  days  of  age. 

E.  Perinatal  Deaths:     Death  occurring  after  20  weeks  of  gestation  but 
before  28  days  after  birth.     The  perinatal  deaths  included  in  this 
report  are,   therefore,   the  sun  of  the  reportable  fetal  deaths   (fetal 
deaths  after  20  weeks  gestation)  and  the  neonatal  deaths, 

F.  ICM-weight  Birth;     A  live  birth  weiring  2,500  grams   (5  1/2 
pounds)  or  less. 

G.  Length  of  Pregnancy;     A  measure  of  the  duration  of  gestation  in 
oonpleted  weeks,  as  calculated  from  the  first  day  of  the  last  normal 
menstrual  period  to  the  cfete  of  birth. 

H.     Birth  Rate;     Nimber  of  live  births  per  1,000  population. 

I.     Death  Rate;     Number  of  deaths  fron  all  causes  per  1,000  popu- 
lation.    Death  rates  for  specific  causes  are  per  100,000 
population. 

J.     Infant  Mortality  Rate;     Nimber  of  infant  deaths  per  1,000  live 
births. 

K.     Fetal  Mortality  Rate;     Nunber  of  reportable  fetal  deaths  per 
1,000  total  births.     Total  births  include  live  births  plus 
fetal  deaths  of  twenty  weeks  gestation  or  more. 

L.     Neonatal  Mortality  Rate:     Nimber  of  neonatal  deaths  per  1,000 
live  births. 
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M.     Perinatal  Mortality  Rate;     Number  of  perinatal  deaths  per  1,000 
total  births.     Total  births  include  live  births  plus  fetal  deaths 
of  twenty  weeks  gestation  or  more. 

N.     Age-adjusted  Death  Rate;     The  age-adjusted  rates  were  oanputed 
by  the  direct  method.     The  age-specific  death  rates  for  a  given 
cause  of  death  were  applied  to  the  standard  U.S.  population  of  1940, 
Ihe  rates  were  based  on  5  year  age  groips.     Age-adjusted  rates 
^ould  not  be  ocmpared  directly  with  crude  death  rates. 

0.     Maternal  Mortality  I^te;     Nimber  of  maternal  deaths  per  100,000 
live  births. 

The  definition  of  terms  A  and  B  are  set  by  law  in  Section  14   (a)  of  Article 
43  of  the  Maryland  Code,  1957  Edition  -  Supplonent.     However,  fetal  deaths 
are  reportable  for  filing  purposes  only  if  the  death  occurs  after  a 
gestation  period  of  twenty  oampleted  weeks  or  more  (Section  21  (a)  of 
Article  43  si5)ra ) .     Therefore,  the  fetal  deaths  included  in  this  report 
cover  only  those  of  twenty  or  more  weeks  of  gestation. 


II.   EXPLANATORY  NOTE  ON  POPULATION  ESTIMATION 

The  population  estimate  for  the  entire  State  of  Maryland  for  Jioly  1,  1981, 
used  in  this  report  corresponds  with  that  published  hy  the  U.S.  Bureau  of 
the  Ceisus  in  Current  Population  Reports,  Series  P-25,  No.  699. 

The  subdivision  estimates  for  July  1,  1981,  in  this  report  were  prepared 
jointly  hy  the  Center  for  Health  Statistics,  Maryland  State  D^nrtment  of 
Health  and  Maital  Hygiene  and  the  U.S.   Bureau  of  the  Census.     These 
subdivision  estimates  for  1981  are  oanputed  as  an  average  of  the  following 
methods. 

(1)  The  Regression  (Ratio- correlation)  method.     In  the  Regression 
method  a  multiple  regression  eqv:ation  is  used  to  relate  changes 
in  a  nunber  of  different  data  series  to  change  in  population 
distribution.     The  series  of  data  used  in  the  Regression  method 
for  Maryland  are;     two-year  average  of  resident  births  (X-,), 
elementary  school  enrollment  in  grades  1  through  8  plus 
elementary  special  and  elenentary  ungraded  (X2),  autcmobile 
registrations  (X^),  and  individual  State  inocme  tax  returns  (X,). 
The  regression  equation  for  the  1980 's  is  given  by

(2)  The  Administrative  Records  method.   This  is  a  component  method  that 
uses  Federal  tax  data  to  measure  the  net  intercounty  migration  of 
the  nongroip  quarters  population  under  65  years  old,   reported  resi- 
dent birth  and  death  statistics  to  estimate  net  ratural  change,  and 
dsita.  on  Medicare  enrollees  to  estimate  the  population  65  years  old 
and  over.     Tax  data  are  used  in  the  base  year  and  the  estimate  year 
to  determine  the  nunber  of  persons  v*iose  oounty  of  residence  ciianged 
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during  the  period.     A  net  migration  rate  based  on  exemptions 
claimed  by  the  matched  cases  is  applied  to  the  nongroip  quarters 
population  under  65  years  old.     Tliese  estimates  of  migration  are 
then  ccmbined  with  the  independent  estimates  of  the  population 
65  years  old  and  over,   inmates  of  institutions,  college  students 
in  dormitories,  military  personnel  living  in  barracks,  and  the 
other  ocmponents  of  population  change  (births,  deaths,  inmigra- 
tion  fran  abroad,  and  net  movement  between  the  military  and 
civilian  population)  to  yield  an  overall  estimate  of  the  total 
population. 

(3)  State  Incone  Tax  Return  method.     The  son  of  persons  filing  indi- 
vidual Maryland  Resident  inccme  tax  returns  plus  their  spouses  are 
used  to  estimate  the  total  population  18  years  old  and  over.     These 
estimates,   for  each  subdivision,  are  then  combined  with  independent 
estimates  of  the  popiilation  under  18  years  old  to  yield  estimates  of 
the  total  population. 

The  peculation  under  5  years,   5-17  years,  and  65  years  of  age  by  race  and 
sex  is  estimated  by  the  Center  for  Health  Statistics  as  follows: 

The  population  5-17  years  of  age  is  estimated  on  the  basis  of  migration 
rates  calculated  fran  school  enrollment  data,   (by  age,   race,  and  grade) 
supplied  by  the  Maryland  State  Department  of  Education  and  applied  to 
the  "expected"  population  5-17  years  of  age  on  July  1,  1981.     The 
"expected"  population  consists  of  1980  census  survivors  and  survivDrs 
of  births  occurring  between  the  date  of  the  census  and  the  estimate 
(fete.     Race  breakdowns  are  based  on  changes  in  public  school  enrollment 
of  all  other  races  as  a  proportion  of  all  enrollment  since  the  1980 
census. 

The  population  under  5  years  of  age  is  estimated  by  race  on  the  basis  of 
adjusted  net  migration  rates  for  the  school  age  population  applied  to 
the  "expected"  population  under  5  years  of  age  on  July  1,   1981.     The 
"expected"  population  consists  of  1980  census  survivors  and  survivors 
of  births  occurring  between  the  cfete  of  the  census  and  the  estimate 
(fete  (including  corrections  for  "migration  exposure"). 

The  population  65  years  of  age  and  over  is  estimated  on  the  basis  of 
(feta  on  Medicare  airollments  by  race  and  sex  supplied  by  the  Social 
Security  Adtiinistration,   U.S.   D^artment  of  Health,   EkJucation  and 
Welfare.     The  (feta  are  adjusted  by  the  ratio  between  Metiicare  enroll- 
ments estimated  for  April  1,  1980,  and  1980  census  populations  in  the 
age  groip  65  and  over. 

The  Center  for  Health  Statistics  estimates  the  population  18-44  and  45-64  as 
well  more  (detailed  age  groips  in  each  subdivision  by  race  as  follows: 

Age  and  race-specific  (Jriver  license  statistics  for  males  obtained  frcm 
the  Maryland  Department  of  Motor  Vdiicles  are  used  to  estimate  the  nale 
population  aged  18  to  64  years  in  several  stages:     18  to  24,   25  to  34, 
etc.     Sex  ratios,   based  on  the  1980  census,  are  used  to  estimate  the 
female  population.     These  estimates  of  the  18-64  population  are  then 
adjusted  so  that  the  sum  of  all  age  groups  in  each  subdivision  equals 
the  population  estimate  for  the  subdivision.     Various  adjustments  for 
changes  among  "special"  groups  of  persons,   i.e.,   those  in  institutions, 
in  the  armed  forces,  or  spouses  of  manbers  of  the  armed  forces,  are 
utilized  in  estimating  the  various  age  groups  before  adjustments  are 
ma(3e  to  the  final  subdivision  estinate.
